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ON  THE  LOCAL  SCENE 

PARK  COUNTY 

On  Wednesday,  October  25,  1978,  the  Park  County  Disaster  &  Emergency  Services 
took  advantage  of  the  Region  WARNEX  Checkerboard  to  hold  a  table  top  exercise. 
The  dispatcher's  fan  out  requested  that  the  people  be  at  the  Emergency  Operating 
Center  at  10:00  a.m.  At  that  time,  Mike  Fleming,  Coordinator  of  Disaster  and 
Emergency  Services  for  Park  County,  updated  the  people  on  what  was  happening 
with  civil  defense  and  on  what  civil  defense  had  been  doing  for  Park  County. 
There  were  45  persons  in  attendance. 

After  viewing  the  movie  "The  Day  of  the  Killer  Tornado",  the  group  went  into 
the  "Exercise  Twister". 

This  was  considered  to  be  a  very  successful  exercise,  as  those  that  were  present 
included  the  Mayor,  2  Commissioners,  5  Councilmen  and  other  staff  members.  All 
emergency  departments  were  represented  as  was  the  military. 

BUTTE/SILVER  BOW 

Butte/Silver  Bow  Civil  Defense,  the  Butte  Chapter  American  Red  Cross,  Emergency 
Medical  Services,  and  the  County  Health  Department  are  the  originators  and  planners 
of  a  community-wide  Cardio  Pulmonary  Resuscitation  (CPR)  training  class  to  be  held 
on  January  13  &  14,  1979  in  Butte. 

The  classes,  sponsored  by  the  Montana  Standard,  will  be  held  both  days  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  11:00  p.m.  and  are  open  to  everyone. 

The  classes  will  be  held  at  the  Butte  Civic  Center  which  has  been  donated,  as  has 
coffee,  sugar,  cream,  and  snacks.  Volunteers  have  been  recruited  through  local 
service  clubs. 

The  event,  sanctioned  by  the  American  Heart  Association,  will  have  45  trained 
instructors  teaching  the  new  Red  Cross  modular  CPR  course  which  allows  the 
participants  to  work  at  their  own  speed. 

Wilma  Puich,  DES  Director,  has  put  together  an  elaborate  publicity  campaign  which 
includes  interviews  on  "Today  In  Montana",  "Focus"  (a  local  half-hour  TV  show), 
radio  spots,  and  10,000  flyers  are  to  be  distributed  through  the  school  district. 
Local  doctors,  nurses,  EMTs,  Red  Cross  instructors  and  others  are  all  involved 
in  the  publicity.  Since  the  Montana  Standard  is  the  sponsor,  a  great  deal  of 
newspaper  publicity  is  appearing. 

The  goal  of  the  group  is  to  train  and  certify  2000  people  in  CPR.  If  this  course 
is  successful,  another  will  be  planned  for  a  future  date.

"The  recent  Laurel  school  bus  accident  reminded  me  of  the  Watergate--many  wrongs 
attempting  to  make  a  right. 

I  feel  a  definite  responsibility  to  air  my  concerns  not  only  as  a  parent  of  a 
bus  student,  but  also  in  an  official  capacity  as  Civil  Defense  Director  of 
Yellowstone  County.  Hopefully,  all  parents  of  bus  children  will  feel  a  part  of 
this  letter. 

Common  sense  dictates  certain  actions  and  procedures  when  a  school  bus  driver  has 
an  accident.  To  prevent  further  damage  (fire),  the  ignition  should  be  turned  off 
immediately  and  the  emergency  doors  all  opened.  After  all  the  students  are  out 
of  the  bus,  a  quick  assessment  will  determine  injuries.  The  driver's  first  respon- 
sibility is  the  students. 

First  aid  should  be  administered  while  one  of  the  older  students  calls  an  ambulance 
and  law  enforcement  officials.  The  driver  should  give  the  first  aid,  remain  at  the 
scene  and  have  control  of  the  scene.  If  injured  himself,  the  first  arriving 
adult  should  take  charge.  Passers-by  and  parents  should  be  directed  where  to 
help--first  aid,  keeping  warm,  etc. 

No  one  should  be  allowed  to  leave  the  scene  until  examined  by  ambulance  attendants. 
Once  all  the  students  have  been  examined  and  released,  those  not  requiring  further 
treatment  should  be  allowed  to  go  home.  The  driver  should  insure  that  the  school 
has  been  notified  and  inform  the  school  of  the  students'  names. 

The  school  should  immediately  notify  the  parents  of  the  status  of  their  children 
and  notify  the  other  parents  of  children  on  the  route  that  the  bus  will  be  late. 
The  school  should  then  send  out  a  bus,  with  driver,  to  complete  the  route.  The 
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driver  that  had  the  accident  should  be  allowed  to  go  home  also.  Then,  and  lastly, 
arrangements  can  be  made  to  take  care  of  the  damaged  bus. 

Unfortunately,  most  of  the  above  procedures  were  not  done  in  the  Laurel  bus/ 
accident.  Realizing  that  we  all  respond  differently  in  an  accident  situation,  the 
driver  can  be  forgiven  for  his  mistakes,  especially  if  he's  injured.  The  school 
officials  on  the  other  hand,  cannot  be  forgiven  and  they  should  be  accountable 
for  their  actions.  History  shows  many  wrongs  do  not  make  a  right."

P&A  REIMBURSEMENT  FOR  DUES 

A  question  was  raised  on  whether  P&A  funds  are  eligible  for  more  than  one 
membership  in  an  organization  which  qualifies  under  DCPA  criteria  for  reimbursement 
such  as  your  Local  Director's  Association  or  USCDC  dues. 

CPG  1-3  states  that  expenditures  of  this  kind  must  be  for  an  "agency"  membership 
only,  with  the  costs  being  charged  against  the  treasury  of  the  state  or  political 
subdivision. 

DCPA  has  clarified  that  it  will  provide  matching  funds  for  only  "one"  membership 
per  civil  defense  agency,  regardless  of  whether  the  director,  staff  members  or 
county  commissioners  all  pay  dues. 

Therefore,  preference  will  be  given  for  P&A  reimbursement  of  the  local  director's 
membership  dues  as  being  that  designated  for  "agency"  membership. 


CRITIQUE:  MONTANA-WARNEX  78-3 
October  25,  1978 

Was  it  a  success?  Was  it  a  failure?  Who  knows?  Without  the  return  of  the  critique 
sheets,  it  is  very  difficult,  in  fact,  impossible,  to  ascertain  what  happened. 
We're  very  concerned,  since  only  10  dispatchers  and  21  directors  took  time  to 
answer  the  critique  sheets! 

Our  only  consolation  may  be  in  the  fact  that  Montana  wasn't  alone  in  having  such 
a  poor  response.  A  Regional  review  showed  that  there  was  only  a  48%  return  rate 
for  critique  sheets  from  both  warning  points  and  local  directors. 

From  personal  contacts  and  review  of  program  papers  and  status  reports,  it  is 
apparent  that  warning  plans  are  being  updated.  Realizing  the  need,  some  communities 
are  even  developing  warning  systems  at  their  own  expense,  since  Federal  funds  have 
not  been  available.  Apparently  the  WARNEX  exercises  have  been  the  stimulus  for 
this  activity.  So  they  can  be  very  beneficial  to  a  community! 

Our  EBS  (Emergency  Broadcast  System)  was  also  exercised  in  conjunction  with 
WARNEX  78-3.  The  failures  and  downfalls  of  our  EBS  Plan  were  vividly  pointed 
out--but  that's  the  reason  behind  an  exercise — to  see  if  the  plans  work!  Now 
that  the  Broadcasters  have  been  alerted  to  the  deficiencies,  additional  planning 
should  rectify  the  situation. 

EMERGENCY  POWER  FOR  COMMUNICATIONS 

This  is  an  administrative  clarification  of  the  Civil  Preparedness  Guide  (CPG  1-3), 
(Paragraph  3.34g).  The  applicable  provisions  will  be  included  in  the  next  revision 
of  the  guide: 

"An  on-site  source  of  emergency  power  generating  equipment  is  required  in  order 
for  communications  equipment  to  be  considered  eligible  for  matching  funds. 
The  requirement  still  exists.  However,  State  and  local  governments,  due  to 
budgetary  constraints,  may  have  to  prioritize  the  equipping  of  the  eligible 
facilities  described  in  paragraph  3.34.  In  so  doing,  it  may  be  more  feasible 
to  establish  the  communications  capability  prior  to  establishing  the  emergency 
power  generating  capability. 

Regions  will  permit  this  action  and  allow  a  reasonable  time,  up  to  two  years, 
for  the  applicant  to  develop  the  emergency  power  generating  capability. 

In  the  new  construction  phase  of  an  EOC  built  with  DCPA  matching  funds, 
emergency  power  is  part  of  the  installation  cost  and  is  acquired  prior  to 
the  equipping  phase.  Therefore,  this  memorandum  addresses  only  eligible 
existing  facilities  or  those  being  modified  or  constructed  without  DCPA 
matching  funds." 
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NATURAL  DISASTER  ASSISTANCE  AVAILABLE  FROM  USDA 

A  publication  describing  the  types  of  USDA  (United  States  Department  of  Agri  ulture) 
assistance  available  in  Natural  Disasters  and  how  such  assistance  can  be  obtained, 
is  being  distributed  to  local  directors  with  the  NEWSLETTER  mailing.  This  is  an 
excellent  document  and  should  be  kept  for  future  reference.

The  Twelfth  Annual  "Governor's  Conference  for  County  Commissioners  on  Civil  Defense 
will  be  held  on  February  14,  1979,  at  the  Colonial  Inn  in  Helena.  Since  accommoda- 
tions are  at  a  premium  in  Helena  during  Legislative  sessions,  you  are  reminded  to 
make  your  own  room  reservations  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  year's  program  will  feature  Thomas  E.  Drabek,  PhD,  from  the  University  of 
Denver's  Sociology  Department.  Dr.  Drabek,  previously  employed  at  the  Ohio 
University  Disaster  Research  Center,  has  had  extensive  research  experience  in 
human  responses  during  disaster  situations  and  has  a  very,  very  interesting  pre- 
sentation that  we  feel  all  will  enjoy. 

Other  highlights  will  include  Kim  Potter's  presentation  (Flathead  County  Director) 
on  proper  rescue  techniques  in  a  hazardous  material  environment;  along  with  the 
most  current  information  available  on  the  status  of  our  new  FEMA  (Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency). 

Governor  Thomas  L.  Judge  is  slated  as  the  luncheon  speaker. 

If  everything  moves  along  as  planned,  everyone  should  be  out  of  the  conference 
in  plenty  of  time  to  visit  with  their  Legislators  on  Capitol  Hill. 

After  what  we  hope  will  be  a  very  interesting  and  enlightening  day,  C.L.  Gilbertson 
and  the  Montana  State  D.E.S.  staff  will  again  host  a  banquet  at  the  Fort  Harrison 
Service  Club  that  evening.

"RACES"  EXERCISE  SCHEDULED

For  three  hours  on  January  27,  1979  (from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon),  HAM  operators 
will  utilize  a  packet  of  messages  involving  a  nuclear  attack  on  the  State  of 
Montana.  These  messages  have  been  developed  to  generate  activity  within  the  County, 
from  one  County  to  another,  from  County  to  District,  from  County  to  State,  from 
District  to  State,  from  State  to  District  and  from  State  to  Counties. 

Although  most  of  the  messages  will  concern  RADEF  and  moving  people,  the  primary 
purpose  is  to  test  communications  within  the  State. 

Directors  having  RACES  operators  within  their  County  will  be  contacted  by  their 
District  Coordinator  sometime  after  December  1st  to  help  coordinate  local  partici- 
pation. We  have  a  great  resource  in  our  RACES  operators.  Let's  learn  to  use  them!

RADEF  NEWS 

RADEF  MAIL-OUT  EXERCISE: 

Shortly  after  January  1,  1979,  all  local  directors  in  Montana  who  have  monitors 
assigned  will  be  receiving  a  "Mail-Out  Exercise"  for  their  RADEF  monitors. 

Directors  may  decide  the  best  method  of  distribution  of  the  exercise  packets 
(ie:  by  mail  or  by  bringing  the  monitors  together  to  work  out  the  exercise). 
Whatever  distribution  method  is  used,  local  directors  are  asked  to  follow  up  on 
the  exercise  to  assure  that  the  completed  worksheets  are  returned  to  the  State 
Office  by  January  31,  1979. 

This  Exercise  will  provide  local  directors  with  an  excellent  opportunity  to  touch 
base  with  their  monitors. 

CDV  700  REMOVAL  FROM  SHELTER  KITS: 

Local  Directors  have  received  notification  from  DCPA  regarding  the  removal  of  the 
CDV  700  from  their  shelter  kits  (refer:  Civil  Preparedness  Circular  NO.  78-12, 
dated  9/26/78).  Please  hold  up  on  this  until  you  hear  from  the  State  RADEF  Office. 
Calibration  &  Maintenance  personnel  will  handle  this  removal  and  will  add  four  (4) 
more  docimeters  as  required,  when  they  visit  the  counties  on  other  matters.  County 
Directors  can  assist  in  this  effort  by  having  shelter  kits  centrally  located  (if 
they  aren't  already). 

SENIOR  CITIZENS  BECOME  RDIs: 

A  pilot  program  to  instruct  members  of  Montana's  "Green  Thumb"  organization  was 
started  in  November  when  a  Radiological  Defense  Instructor's  Workshop  was  held  in 
Great  Falls.  The  "Green  Thumb"  organization  is  a  public  service  program  funded 
by  the  Department  of  Labor  and  employs  rural  residents  age  55  and  older.  The 
Program  began  in  Montana  in  1970  and  currently  operates  in  forty-four  counties 
and  employs  some  226  workers. 

The  sixteen  senior  citizens,  ranging  in  age  from  56  to  84,  who  attended  the  three 
day  class,  found  out  they  were  "not  too  old  to  learn". 

NATURAL  DISASTER  PLANNER'S  CONFERENCE 

In  September,  C.L.  Gilbertson  and  our  Natural  Disaster  Planners,  Jim  Anderson  and 
Jan  Henry,  attended  a  three  day  conference  in  Jackson  Hole,  Wyoming.  The  Conference 
was  conducted  by  FDAA  (Federal  Disaster  Assistance  Administration)  for  planners 
from  a  six  state  area. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  share  experiences  from  actual  disaster 
operations  happening  last  spring  and  to  collectively  evaluate  the  ability  of  their 
planning  effort  to  meet  the  problems  posed  by  those  disasters. 

Since  three  of  the  six  states  in  FDAA-Region  Eight  had  major  disaster  declarations 
this  year,  sharing  experiences  provided  a  unique  opportunity  to  learn  from  what 
"did"  or  "didn't"  work.  Because  of  the  beautiful  setting  and  weather,  the  conference 
was  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  and  worthwhile  experience  for  all  involved.

DISPOSAL  OF  PHENOBARBITAL  TABLETS  IN  MEDICAL  SHELTER  KITS 

In  May  of  1971  all  States  and  Locals  were  advised  of  procedures  for  removal  and 
disposal  of  phenobarbital  supplies  in  shelter  medical  kits. 

We  are  confident  that  these  supplies  were  properly  disposed  of  in  the  majority  of 
counties.  However,  we  do  learn  from  time  to  time  of  phenobarbital  being  found 
and  sometimes  pilfered  from  shelter  supplies.  This  situation  has  prompted  this 
reminder  to  Local  Directors. 

If  you  are  not  certain  that  your  County  complied  with  the  1971  disposal  instructions 
and  the  drugs  are  still  in  the  medical  shelter  kits,  there  are  two  courses  of 
proper  disposition  available  which  should  be  instigated: 

1.  Transfer  of  the  phenobarbital  to  registered  dispensers  such  as  hospitals 
or  Public  Health  Organizations. 

2.  Destruction  by  incineration  or  crushing  the  tablets  and  flushing  down  the 
sewer  system. 

Disposition  of  the  phenobarbital,  of  course,  should  be  accomplished  under  the 
supervision  of  a  responsible  local  official  and  a  report  of  the  disposition  and/or 
destruction  submitted  to  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  of  the  Department 
of  Justice. 
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NORAD  FIRE  DETECTION  CAPABILITIES 

Through  a  new  sensor  system,  the  North  American  Air  Defense  Command  (NORAD)  in 
Colorado  Springs  now  has  the  capability  to  detect  possible  fires  or  explosions 
throughout  the  Continental  United  States.  The  potential  value  of  this  type  of 
information  for  initial  warning  to  local  authorities  of  a  natural  or  man-made 
disaster  could  be  of  great  benefit. 

NORAD  has  agreed  to  notify  the  National  Warning  Center  for  rapid  dissemination, 
confirmation,  and  alerting  of  local  officials  of  the  possible  disaster  over  the 
DCPA  National  Warning  System  (NAWAS)  lines. 

Since  this  system  has  been  in  effect,  officials  in  Montana  have  been  asked 
several  times  to  try  to  confirm  the  sensor  readings.  By  doing  this,  they  can 
assist  the  NORAD  Combat  Operations  Center  to  get  a  better  understanding  of  the 
readings  they  are  receiving.  This  system  is  so  delicate  that  it  has  even  picked 
up  readings  on  stubble  fires,  blasting  of  seismograph  crews,  etc. 

So,  please  be  alerted  and  alert  your  local  law  enforcement  officials  that  they 
may  receive  requests  from  the  Montana  State  Warning  Point  to  confirm  the  detection 
of  a  possible  fire  or  explosion.  Confirmation  of  these  initial  readings  will 
benefit  all  of  us  in  the  disaster  preparedness  business,  in  the  long  run. 

EMERGENCY  INFORMATION  IN  TELEPHONE  DIRECTORIES 

The  possibility  of  including  civil  defense  emergency  information  in  telephone 
directories  was  suggested.  DCPA,  Region  Six,  investigated  the  possibility  by 
contacting  Mountain  Bell  whose  policy  extends  to  all  Bell  Companies,  but  does 
not  necessarily  apply  to  other  systems  or  independent  companies. 

Mountain  Bell  refused  the  request  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Civil  Defense  instructions  are  subject  to  revision.  The  ability  to  make 
such  changes  promptly  is  very   important.  However,  telephone  directories 
are  issued  annually  and  scheduled  throughout  the  year.  It  would  take  a 
full  year  to  get  current  information  into  the  hands  of  the  public--and  to 
remove  obsolete  information. 

2.  Civil  Defense  procedures  vary  in  different  localities.  The  areas  of 
uniform  Civil  Defense  procedures  do  not  always  coincide  with  the  areas 
covered  by  local  telephone  directories.  Thus,  areas  of  confusion  and 
erroneous  instruction  could  exist. 

3.  During  times  of  major  emergency,  people  are  urged  to  avoid  using  the 
telephone.  Even  though  the  use  of  the  telephone  may  not  be  intentionally 
suggested,  we  question  the  advisability  of  referring  them  to  the  telephone 
directory  for  Civil  Defense  instructions. 

4.  Telephone  directories  do  not,  of  course,  reach  all  of  the  affected  population, 
The  percent  of  families  receiving  directories  varies  considerably  among 
localities. 

The  sum  and  substance  of  the  policy  is  that  Mountain  Bell  does  not  believe  that 
telephone  directories  are  suitable  media  for  disseminating  Civil  Defense  information, 
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GRANTSMANSHIP  TRAINING 

Two  classes  in  "Grantsmanship  Training"  are  to  be  offered  in  Montana  this  spring 
by  the  Grantsmanship  Center,  a  national  non-profit  educational  institution  which 
has  trained  over  8,000  people  from  public  and  private  agencies  in  workshops  held 
across  the  country. 

The  Center  maintains  a  research  staff  in  Washington  that  tracks  current  legislation 
new  federal  programs  and  developments  in  private  philanthropy.  This  direct  access 
to  current  information  insures  that  the  training  program  is  always  in  touch  with 
the  latest  developments  in  foundation  and  government  funding. 

Specific  areas  covered  in  the  training  program  are:  Program  Planning  &  Proposal 
Writing,  Government  Funding,  and  Foundation  and  Corporate  Funding. 

Cost  of  the  course  is  $325.00.   (Limited  to  25  participants)
